Since publication of our most recent list of 10 Sir Knights passed to their reward 
we regret now to report the following additional soldiers of the Cross whose swords 
are forever sheathed: 


Sir Kt. Arthur W. Godfrey of Florida 
Born June 10, 1883; knighted April 17, 1912; died Sept. 9, 1957 


Sir Kt. Gregory E. Stone of Florida 
Born Oct. 22, 1873; knighted June 16, 1897; died Oct. 29, 1957 


Sir Kt. John Gray of Everett 
Born Jan. 8, 1863; knighted April 17, 1848; died Nov. 18, 1957 


As we consider these irreparable losses, --especially Sir Knights resident in homes 

far removed from Boston, --we are once again forcibly reminded of and deeply grateful 
to those Christian Warriors whose loyalty to Templary and the Christian religion and 
good old Boston Commandery has continued steadfast through the years even though 
unable actively to participate in our monthly conclaves and close fraternal fellowship. 
Boston Commandery, oldest Commandery in continuous existence, still continues to 

hold an enviable position as by far the largest Commandery in all New England. Today 
we are by no means poor in spirit or financial resources; but the character and popula- 
tion of Metropolitan Boston in more recent years discloses starling changes. Christian 
Knights of William Parkman andof Winthrop Commandery have fortunately closed ranks 
with Boston Commandery since 1940; this year Coeur de Lion of Charlestown moves its 
standards to Medford.
